UNCOMMON as plague is 
among human beings in this 
country, when an individual 
enters a wild life area the 
danger of becoming infected 
is more imminent than the 
number of human cases may 
suggest. Periodic trapping 
and the subsequent labora¬ 
tory examination of rodents 
in California over a long 
number of years definitely 
esablishes the fact that 36 
of the state’s 58 counties 
harbor animals which carry 
fleas infected with plague 
bacilli. 

The latest case of bubonic 
plague raised the total num¬ 
ber of cases recorded in Cal¬ 
ifornia since 1900 to 405, and 
the death of the patient 
brought the toll for the same 
period to 284. In recent years 
the human incidence of the 
disease has dropped, and 
since 1940 there have been 
only seven cases in the state. 
Five of these proved fatal. 

The symptoms of plague 
are severe. Fever advances 
dramatically and is accom¬ 
panied by progressive heart 
failure, loss of voluntary 
muscle co-ordination, delir¬ 
ium, or coma. Skin hemor¬ 
rhage and pustular erup¬ 
tions may occur. The first 
symptoms of bubonic plague 
may appear in as short a 
time as two days after in¬ 
fection but rarely later than 
six days, and the disease 
quite often ends in a pneu¬ 
monia.

A good trail is the Sam Foundation for Glacier Re 

Merrill trail that leads to search, scientist 
the summit of Echo Moun¬ 
tain. It makes a fine and 
interesting hike on a Sunday 
afternoon. 

All that remains of the 
famed White City on the 
Mount are the foundations 
and steps. The walls of the 
cable house still stand, the 
large wheel lhat turned the 
great incline cable has re¬ 
mained in place, and a part 
of the cable itself. 

Where once a proud city 
stood now there is only a 
grassy glade, where numer¬ 
ous railroad spikes can be 
found, rusting in the rain, 
no longer holding the rails 
which carried so many trav¬ 
elers from around the world. 

On this spot can be found 
a monument honoring Sam 
Merrill, for whom the trail 
was named. It is strange to 
realize that the ruins are all 
that remain to honor the 
men, Professor T. S. C. Lowe 
and D. ,T. McPherson, whose 
money and engineering ge¬ 
nius made this almost for¬ 
gotten peak at one time the 
most famous mountain in 
California history. 

WIND AND FIRE destroy¬ 
ed the White City on Dec. 9, 

1905, a wind so strong it 
blew the roof off the chalet 
and sent it flying into the 
canyon below. Then fire 
broke out and burning 
brands carried by the heavy 
gales started dozens of fires, 
during which all the build¬ 
ings except the observatory 
were consumed. 

’There are still a great 
many people who remember 
the trilling ride on this line 
—the cable car up the in¬ 
cline, the trip back into the 
primitive mountain areas, 
the spectacular views and 
the deep canyons. At times 
it would seem that the car 
was suspended in mid-air as 
the little trolly carefully 
wended its way to the Al¬ 
pine Tavern. 

Perhaps the one who miss¬ 
es this railway most deeply 
is Seth Van Winkle of Sierra 
Madre, for ho was the con¬ 
ductor on this world-re¬ 
nowned line. He will never 
forget the night of Sept. 15, 

1936. This was the night dis¬ 
aster hit the Alpine Tavern 
in the form of fire, sound¬ 
ing the death knell of this 
railroad in the sky. 

Seth and his wife Jose¬ 
phine were sleeping in Cabin 
10 at the resort on Mt. Lowe, 
when they were suddenly 
awakened by the fearful 
wail of the fire siren. Rush¬ 
ing outside they saw the
